CHICAGO — There  should  be  established  means  to  finance  new  ideas  and 
products  if  industries  are  to  avoid  stagnation  and  stay  in  business,  Edgar  A.  Jett, 
II,  assistant  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology  ,  said  Tuesday  night. 

Jett  told  members  of  Robert  Morris  Associates,  meeting  at  the  Sherman 
Hotel,  that  banks  have  been  reluctant  to  participate  in  research  programs  because  of 
the  risk  involved. 

"The  bulk  of  industrial  research  is  being  done  by  companies  which  are 
already  successful,.   To  put  it  another  way,  the  industrial  rich  become  richer  and 
the  industrial  poor,  poorer, "  he  declared. 

Banks  represent  the  most  valuable  source  of  supply  for  financing  and 
financial  advice  to  the  small  operator,  Jett  observed. 

"In  my  opinion,  a  company  without  a  program  for  technological  betterment 
is  a  poor  risk,"  Jett  said.   "The  most  conservative  attitude  toward  profits  today  is 
a  policy  of  deliberate  risk-taking.   The  biggest  gamble  is  to  do  no  research  at  all.' 

"It  is  no  more  possible  to  maintain  the  profits  of  a  company  without  new 
products  than  it  is  to  perpetuate  a  family  name  without  children.   I  hope  that  the 
banking  fraternity  will  weigh  carefully  what  each  industry  is  doing  to  insure  its 
future  through  research, "  he  said. 

Citing  one  of  the  risks  of  industrial  research,  Jett  pointed  out  that

there  can  be  no  fixed  schedule.   "Ho  research  organization  has  a  very  large  machine 
wherein  they  dump  a  problem  in  one  end,  turn  the  crank,  and  receive  a  solution  at 
the  other  end. " 

"In  our  successful  competitive  economy,  every  product  must  continuously 
fight  for  its  right  to  survival,"  Jett  said.   "Obsolescence  occurs  when  existing 
products  are  allowed  to  follow  along  the  same  lines  of  production  and  distribution 
without  techno logical  improvement.   Something  new  must  always  be  added.  " 

Opportunities  for  investment  in  research  are  everywhere  at  hand,  Jett 
said.   He  named  the  electric  blanket,  lithograph  dryer,  television,  automatic 
automobile  transmission,  and  improved  electric  lighting  as  examples  of  successful 
research. 

"It  is  always  risky  to  seek  new  products  and  reach  out  into  unfamiliar 
markets,"  Jett  said,  "but  business  must  be  aggressive.   Financially  speaking,  research 
is  insurance,  insurance  for  the  future,  and  there  must  be  venture  capital  available 
to  buy  it. "

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CHICAGO  —  Dr.  David  P.  Boder,  professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  has  been  awarded  a  ;';>9,Ii00  grant  by  the  Public  Health 
Service  for  a  one-year  project  on  a  psychological  and  anthropological  analysis  of 
autobiographies  of  displaced  persons. 

Dr.  Boder  will  report  on  recorded  interviews  he  made  with  displaced  persons 
in  D.P.  camps.  The  study  will  determine  the  psychological  effect  of  such  unusual 
conditions  on  persons  of  all  types  and  promises  to  reveal  abundant  insight  to  the 
social,  psychological,  and  psychiatric  aspects  of  human  suffering. 

After  the  end  of  the  war,  Dr.  Boder  spent  three  months  in  Europe  recording 
the  experiences  of  D.P.s  on  a  magnetic  recorder.  His  190  spools  of  wire  cover  120 
hours  of  listening.  The  interviews  offer  a  new  source  of  material  on  the  tranforma- 
tion  of  personality  due  to  unprecendented  stress. 

From  the  verbatim  translation  of  the  accounts  recorded  by  Lithuanians, 
Estonians,  Poles,  Mennonites,  Jews,  Greek  Orthodox  Russians,  Letts,  and  Serbs,  he 
gathered  material  for  his  study  and  for  a  book,  "I  Did  Not  Interview  the  Dead",  soon 
to  be  published.

Thus  did  Professor  John  J,  Ahem,  chairman  of  the  department  of  fire 
protection  and  safety  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  describe  fire 
last  night  (Monday)  at  a  Peoria  Chamber  of  Commerce  dinner  beginning  the  observance 
of  Fire  Prevention  Week« 

"The  purpose  of  Fire  Prevention  Week  is  to  arouse  the  public  recognition  of 
the  fact  that  if  fires  are  to  be  prevented  each  and  every  individual  must  take  an 
active  part,  The  only  natural  cause  of  fire  is  lightning.  All  other  fires  can  be 
preventedc  Fires  can't  set  themselves « 

"A  fire  begins  only  when  a  source  of  ignition  comes  in  contact  with 
combustible  material.  That  is  a  matter  of  human  carelessness.  Fire  protection 
engineering  can  control  fires  and  can  reduce  the  harm  they  cause j  it  can  detect  and 
extinguish  them;  but  nothing  but  individual  effort  can  prevent  them  from  s taring 0 

A  person  who  maintains  a  fire  hazard  is  as  guilty  of  arson  as  a  pyromaniac. 
This  applies  to  the  merchant  who  stores  cardboard  or  wooden  crates  near  a  furnace, 
the  home  owner  who  tolerates  defective  wiring,  a  leaky  gas  stove,  an  accumulated  pile 
of  rubbish,  or  any  person  who  permits  a  source  of  ignition  near  combustible  material. 
Only  the  element  of  time  varies,  the  crime  remains",  Professor  Ahern  concluded.

CHICAGO  —  Professionally  educated  members  of  society  must  possess  the 
understanding  and  background  necessary  to  share  the  moral  responsibility  which 
citizenship  implies,  Dr.  Henry  Te  Heald,  president  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  said  today. 

Dr.  Heald  noted  the  need  for  "professional  men  with  the  background  of 
knowledge  to  understand  and  help  solve  the  complex  social,  political,  and  economic 
problems  of  our  time"  in  his  annual  report  to  the  Institute's  board  of  trustees  at 
its  annual  meeting  today. 

He  urged  technological  institutions  to  maintain  strong  departments  in  the 
so-called  liberal  education  fields  so  that  every  student  may  enrich  his  professional 
learning  with  social  studies  and  the  humanities. 

"By  so  doing,  we  can  graduate  men  and  women  not  only  capable  of  earning  a 
satisfactory  living  in  modern  society  but  also  possessed  of  the  intelligence  and 
wisdom  for  a  full  and  useful  life." 

In  a  review  of  the  year's  progress  at  Illinois  Tech,  Dr.  Heald  noted  an 
increase  in  study  at  the  graduate  level,  a  leveling  off  of  undergraduate  enrollment, 
and  an  undiminished  enrollment  in  evening  classes  by  employed  men  and  women  who  seek 
professional  advancement  through  further  education.

"A  considerable  unfilled  demand  still  exists  for  scientists  and  engineers 
with  postgraduate  educational  experience  which  equips  them  for  research,  teaching, 
and  other  highly  creative  activity,"  he  said, 

"A  truism  in  a  competitive  society  applies,  of  course,  to  engineers  with 
advanced  professional  education:  the  best  opportunities  will  go  to  those  best 
prepared  to  accept  them." 

In  a  discussion  of  what  he  called  "supply  and  demand  of  college  graduates," 
Dr,  Heald  said: 

"Placement  of  graduates  in  engineering  was  considerably  better  than  that 
of  all  other  fields  except  medicine  and  dentistry,  in  which  enrollment  continues  to 
be  sharply  curtailed  with  the  result  that  demand  continues  to  increase, 

"Barring  a  major  economic  depression,  the  long-term  prospects  for  engin- 
eering college  graduates  appear  quite  encouraging,"  he  said, 

"Because  of  many  new  technological  advancements  and  the  growing  complexity 
of  modern  industry,  the  steady  rise  in  the  ratio  of  engineers  to  the  total  working 
force  of  the  nation  is  destined  to  continue, 

"If  current  enrollment  trends  continue,  colleges  will  graduate  smaller 
classes  after  1950*  and  the  demand  will  continue  to  increase," 

Reviewing  the  Institute's  building  and  expansion  program,  President  Heald 
noted  the  completion  and  occupation  during  the  year  of  two  new  dormitories — Farr  and 
Fowler  Halls — a  new  10-story  unit  for  students  and  staff. — Gunsaulus  Hall — and  current 
construction  of  a  new  heating  plant,  a  research  laboratory  for  the  Association  of 
American  Railroads,  and  a  new  building  for  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  Comple- 
tion of  these  three  is  scheduled  for  early  1950 • 

"The  Institute  has  continued  its  steady  effort  to  acquire  property  in  the 

110-acre  Technology  Center  area,"  he  said.  During  the  year  we  purchased  U5  land 

parcels,  the  largest  of  which  isthe  Huber  &  Huber  building  at  33rd  and  Wabash, 

After  remodeling , this  building  will  be  used  for  additional  laboratory  space  for

"Our  entire  curriculm  of  22  courses  is  built  on  a  prgram  of  visual 
education.  Our  technical  drawing  department  has  adopted  visual  education  and 
integrated  film  with  everyday  class  work  more  completely  than  any  other  in  the 
country." 

To  aid  in  the  use  of  films,  Spencer  has  designed  a  unique  speakers 
stand  equipped  with  sound  amplifier  for  movie  tract,  a  microphone  for  the  in- 
structor's use,  spotlight  and  screen  indicator  to  point  out  screen  material, 
and  buzzer  to  signal  the  projectionist.

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CHICAGO-:—  I  Did  Not  Interview  the  Dead,  Dr.  David  P,  Boder's  book  on 
the  experiences  of  displaced  persons  which  will  be  released  by  the  University 
of  Illinois  Press  around  October  V->3   is  an  experiment  in  literature. 

Dr.  Boder,  professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology, 
terms  it  "the  first  attempt  at  oral  literature."  The  book  comprises  a  number 
of  stories  in  the  exact  language  of  the  displaced  person.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  refine  the  3a  nguage  or  method  of  expression. 

Soon  after  the  end  of  the  war  Dr.  Boder  toured  the  displaced  person 
camps  in  France,  Germany,  Switzerland  and  Italy,  taking  with  him  a  wire  recor- 
der. On  this  he  registered  the  verbatim  accounts  of  the  daily  lives  of  war's 
backwash. 

While  it  has  its  limitations,  the  advantajes  of  Dr.  Boder's  method  are 
obvious.  The  spoken  word  is  more  the  language  of  the  people,  Many  who  never 
would  or  could  write  have  recounted  their  experiences.  Even  shorthand  notes 
would  have  a  degree  of  shading  and  in  ^'^,'riting  their  accounts  for  translation 
much  naturalness  would  be  lost. 

Throughout  the  interviews  Dr.  Boder  placed  himself  in  an  unusual  posi- 
tion for  a  college  professor  —  he  listened,  asking  only  a  minimum  of  leading 
questions.  His  study  is  a  valuable  addition  to  literature  both  for  its  style 
and  its  topical  value.

The  purpose  of  the  book  was  to  get  the  stories  of  the  rank  and  file 
of  men,  women  and  children  who  were  subject  to  the  inhuman  treatment  of  . 

He  sought  the  stories  of  people 
who  were  unable  to  keep  diaries,  who  would  not  write  memoirs,  and  he  wanted 
them  in  the  language  of  the  people  thems elves © 

The  book  has  an  appeal  and  a  message  that  will  grow  through  the  years. 
It  is  the  chronicle  of  a  period,  the  like  of  which  the  world  has  never  seen 
before.  It  reveals  an  insight  to  the  social,  psychological  and  psychiatric 
aspects  of  human  suffering* 

Many  of  the  accounts  are  repititious.  None  of  them  is  "nice"  reading, 
but  that  is  more  reason  they  should  be  read  and  remembered.  In  all,  Dr.  Boder 
recorded  190  spools  which  comprise  over  120  hours  of  listening.  From  these 
he  has  selected  a  number  for  their  expression,  subject  matter,  and  the  message 
they  carry,  ■ 

Whether  his  own  book  is  good  or  bad,  Dr.  Boder  has  opened  a  new  field 
in  literature.  Verbatim  accounts,  first  recorded,  open  new  doors  for  the 
Ernie  Pyle's  of  the  future.

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CHICAGO — Two  American  industrial  research  leaders  will  tour  nine  Latin 
American  countries  from  October  22  to  November  22  to  stimulate  interest  in  scien- 
tific research  for  the  technological  and  industrial  advancement  of  South  American 
industries. 

Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology  (Chicago)  and  Dr.  Francis  W.  Godwin,  director  of  the 
Foundation's  International  Division,  will  discuss  research  with  Latin  American 
financial,  industrial,  and  governmental  officials  in  South  America. 

For  the  past  five  years  the  Foundation  has  maintained  and  operated 
industrial  research  facilities  in  Mexico  City  as  part  of  its  Armour  Plan  for 
International  Technical  Assistance. 

"This  research  plan  has  demonstrated  its  effectiveness  by  contributing 
to  the  technological  needs  of  the  nation  at  a  relatively  small  cost,  assisting  in 
training  Mexican  technological  personnel,  and  helping  Mexico  to  put  its  research 
on  a  self-sustaining  basis,"  Dr.  Godwin  said. 

"The  Foundation  has  been  so  gratified  with  the  success  of  the  plan  in 
Mexico  that  it  believes  it  is  now  time  to  make  it  available  to  other  Latin  American 
countries. "

While  the  largest  research  programs  of  the  International  Division  have 
been  conducted  in  Mexico,  they  have  not  been  limited  to  that  country.  Many  projects 
have  been  successfully  completed  for  other  Latin  American  nations. 

The  desire  for  technological  research  in  these  countries  has  led  officials 
to  urge  the  extension  of  the  Armour  Plan  for  International  Technical  Assistance 
throughout  Latin  America. 

Dr.  Leedy  and  Dr.  Godwin  will  discuss  the  possibilities  of  such  a 
coordinated  effort  during  their  tour.   Extension  of  the  Foundation's  research 
program  in  South  America  will  be  a  direct  application  of  President  Truman' s  "Point 
Four"  program  on  the  need  for  export  of  technological  know-how  to  nations  less 
industrially  developed  than  the  United  States. 

The  Foundation  representatives  also  will  explore  the  possibilities  of 
establishing  fellowships  for  qualified  advanced  Latin  American  students  to  work  and 
learn  in  the  Chicago  laboratories  of  the  Foundation. 

"Throughout  its  existence,  the  International  Division  has  aided  in  the 
economic  development  of  other  countries  only  at  the  specific  request  of  the  nations 
themselves  or  their  individual  private  industrialists,"  Dr.  Leedy  said. 

"In  broadening  the  Foundation's  service  to  a  world-wide  basis,  the 
Foundation  is  guided  by  the  recognized  desirability  of  stimulating  international 
trade  and  helping  improve  living  conditions  for  people  all  over  the  world,"

"And  those  that  will  grow  and  progress  in  the  future  are  those  that 
recognize  the  value  of  research  and  do  it  now — for  themselves  and  at 
their  ovm   direction," 

Emphasizing  the  inevitable  alliance  of  research  and  education, 
he  listed  six  methods  by  which  American  Gas  Association  members  can 
insure  a  continuing  supply  of  first-rate  engineers  and  scientists: 

1.  Evening  courses,  usually  available  in  metropolitan  areas, 
for  employes  who  wish  to  improve  their  competency  and  the  quality  of 
their  work, 

2,  Co-operative  courses,  in  which  students  alternate  periods 
of  plant  work  and  formal  study,, 

3o  Scholarship  programs  for  qualified  sons  and  daughters  of 
employes  0 

Uo  Summer  employment  for  selected  students  now  engaged  in 
programs  of  research  and  education  at  the  graduate  levelo 

5o  In-plant  training  programs  sponsored  by  association  companies. 

6,  Graduate  fellowships  for  gas  research  and  education0 

Dr,  Heald  praised  the  gas  industry  as  "one  of  the  few  that 
has  recognized  it  must  do  soire thing  for  itself"  in  research  and 
education0 

He  recalled  the  establishment  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology 
eight  years  ago,  outlined  its  growth  and  accomplishments,  and  reminded 
the  members  that  it  would  move  soon  into  its  new  $600, 0C0  building 
on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus a 

"This  organization  has  been  responsible  for  many  recent  advances 
in  the  production  and  distribution  of  manufactured  and  natural  gas„"

"While  the  research  is  not  at  the  consumer  level.,  it  results 
eventually  in  better  service  to  the  customer  through  increased  gas 
utilization,  more  available  gas,  cheaper  rates,  and,  indirectly,  better 
appliances," 

"Industry's  best  insurance  against  obsolescence,  decline,  and 
possible  extinction  is  the  recognition  that  research  is  indispensable 
to  economic  and  social  progress  and,  indeed,  the  survival  of  democracy 
itself,"  he  said. 

Through  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology's  education  program, 
the  industry  is  assured  a  continuing  supply  of  high  quality  personnel 
whose  absorption  into  the  industry  will  keep  it  alert  and  progressive, 

"Your  future  is  dependent  upon  the  type  of  personnel  you  place 
in  management,  operations,  engineering,  and  research.  In  common  with 
other  segments  of  American  society,  you  have  an  important  stake  in 
higher  education  in  general," 

The  maintenance  and  improvement  of  our  society  requires  an 
intelligent  and  informed  citizenry  capable  of  sound  analysis,  broad 
social  and  political  understanding,  and  proficiency  in  the  specialized 
areas  of  industry,  he  said, 

"The  opportunity  of  securing  first-rate  engineering  graduates 
will  be  better  in  19!?0  than  it  has  been  for  several  years.

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CHICAGO — Dr.  Edward  M.  Corson,  senior  physicist  at  Armour  Research 
Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  has  accepted  an  invitation  to 
lecture  in  the  graduate  school,  do  research  work,  and  participate  in  several 
international  conferences  at  the  University  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland.

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CHICAGO — Industry  and  government  agencies  invested  research  appropriations 
amounting  to  $4,116,500  for  scientific  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of 
Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  August  31,  1949. 

This  represents  an  increase  of  22  per  cent  over  the  Foundation' s  volume 
for  the  previous  year,  according  to  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  Foundation  director. 

Dr.  Leedy  reported  these  figures  recently  in  his  annual  report  to  the 
board  of  directors. 

He  explained  that  the  Foundation's  gross  volume  includes  all  monies 
paid  for  the  perfomance  of  research  and  development  work  by  industries,  government 
agencies,  industrial  associations,  and  individuals,  plus  the  sums  paid  by  organiza- 
tions licensed  to  use  Foundation  patents  in  magnetic  recording.  Magnetic  recording 
license  fees  are  used  for  further  research. 

The  Foundation  is  a  non-endowed,  not-for-profit  scientific  research  and 
development  organization  founded  in  1936  to  provide  a  confidential  research  and 
experimental  engineering  service  to  industry.  Any  excess  of  income  over  expenses 
is  used  to  finance  fundamental  research  in  the  public  interest  and  to  pay  for  the 
Foundation's  continuing  public  service  activities. 

The  Foundation  has  budgeted  an  expansion  of  approximately  15  per  cent  for 
the  1949-50  fiscal  year,  Dr.  Leedy  revealed. 

According  to  Dr.  Leedy' s  report: 
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Foundation  scientists  worked  on  296  research  projects  during  the  fiscal 
year.   Of  this  total  159  were  sponsored  by  industry,  73  by  government  agencies,  and 
54  by  the  Foundation  itself. 

The  Foundation  completed  or  otherwise  terminated  121  projects  -  75 
industrially  sponsored,  30  government  projects  and  16  Foundation-supported  programs. 

A  total  of  107  new  projects  were  begun,  of  which  55  were  sponsored  by 
industry,  25  by  government  agencies,  and  27  by  the  Foundation. 

The  Foundation  started  the  new  fiscal  year  with  185  research  and 
development  programs  in  progress.   Of  these  100  were  industry  sponsored,  45  were 
government  supported,  and  41  were  backed  by  the  Foundation. 

At  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  there  were  630  full-time  employees  on  the 
staff.   This  is  an  increase  of  16  people  over  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal 
year. 

A  breakdown  of  the  staff  shows  that  399  staff  members  are  technical 
people.   This  represents  63.3  per  cent  of  the  total  staff  as  compared  to  60.7 
per  cent  for  the  close  of  the  previous  year.   In  addition,  the  non-technical  list 
includes  76  persons  performing  functions  directly  connected  with  research  whose 
work  conserves  the  time  of  the  actual  research  workers  and  speeds  their  results.

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CHICAGO — Atomic  energy  may  someday  propel  supersonic  bombers  non-stop 
around  the  world,  a  scientist  from  Oak  Ridge,  Tennessee,  told  attendants  at  the 
National  Conference  on  Industrial  hydraulics  in  the  Sheraton  Hotel  Wednesday  night. 

"Atomic  energy  as  a  source  of  power  for  aircraft  promises  airplanes 
combining  extremely  high  speed  with  almost  unlimited  range, "  Andrew  Kalitinsky, 
Chief  Engineer  of  the  NEPA  Project,  a  Division  of  Fairchild  Engine  and  Airplane 
Corporation,  declared  in  an  address  following  a  banquet  of  the  Conference. 

Kalitinsky  pointed  out  that     atomic  power  offers  fuels  such  as 
uranium  that  would  not  be  consumed  nearly  so  fast  as  those  in  chemically  fueled 
planes.   He  named  high  operating  temperatures,  heat  transfer,  and  weight  of  the 
mass  needed  to  stop  radiations  as  some  of  the  problems  encountered. 

"Developing  a  nuclear  aircraft  power  plant  will  be  difficult, "Kalitinsky 
said,  "but  there  are  several  basic  types  of  power  plants  that  can  be  adapted  to 
utilize  this  power.   All  are  thermal  power  plants,  since  fission  energy  is  released 
predominantly  in  the  form  of  heat.   Examples  would  be  turbo-props,  turbo-jets, 
ram- jets,  and  rockets." 

Because  chemically  fueled  planes  must  be  made  larger  and  heavier  in 
order  to  increase  speed  and  range,  there  is  a  performance  limit  imposed.   On  the 
other  hand,  atomic  fuel  of  almost  constant  size  and  weight  and  high  heating  value 
offers  attractive  possibilities,  Kalitinsky  told  the  hydraulics  experts. 
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"Our  present  supersonic  airplanes  run  out  of  fuel  in  a  matter  of  a  few 
minutes.  With  atomic  power,  they  could  keep  going  because  the  fuel  supply  would 
remain  nearly  constant, "  he  said. 

"The  engine  component  of  the  nuclear  installation  may  be  expected  to 
weigh  about  the  same  as  a  conventional  power  plant  of  the  same  horsepower  and 
thrust  rating.  Weight  of  the  reactor  shielding  would  be  approximately  equivalent 
to  the  weight  of  fuel  and  fuel  tanks  in  large  chemically  powered  aircraft." 

Transfer  of  heat  generated  in  the  reactor  to  the  working  fluid, 
protection  of  the  radioactive  material  against  corrosion  by  the  working  fluid  (or 
the  escape  of  fission  products  from  the  reactor  into  the  working  fluid),  and  the 
choice  of  shielding  materials,  including  the  consideration  of  density  and 
resultant  decrease  of  volume,  are  among  development  problems  cited  by  the  speaker. 

"Atomic  aircraft  will  have  to  be  designed  to  operate  at  very  high 
speeds  to  take  full  advantage  of  atomic  power,"  Kalitinsky  predicted.   "It  will  be 
a  large  airplane,  and  it  will  be  designed  for  an  extremely  high  landing  weight 
since  practically  no  fuel  will  be  consumed  during  flight.   Crew  members  will  be 
placed  as  far  as  possible  from  the  nuclear  reactor  to  protect  them  from  harmful 
radiations. " 

Almost  400  scientists  and  engineers  vrho   work  in  industrial  hydraulics 
are  attending  the  conference,  which  consists  of  a  two-day  program  including 
technical  papers  by  authoritative  speakers  in  the  field.

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CHICAGO  —  Unfortunately  there  will  be  another  fatal  fire  in 
some  college  residence  hall  in  the  nation,  the  37th  National  Safety 
Congress  was  told  today,, 

"But  there  need  not  be  if  colleges  will  take  the  necessary 
steps  for  fire  prevention  and  control,"  John  J,  Ahern^  director  of 
the  fire  protection  and  safety  engineering  department  at  Illinois 
Institute  of  Technology,  saido 

"Unless  colleges  provide  at  least  minimum  safeguards,  a  wave 
of  restrictive  legislation,  brought  down  by  parent's  wrath,  will 
cripple  campus  housing 0" 

Ahern  told  delegates  in  the  Morrison  Hotel  in  Chicago  that 
colleges  must  assume  greater  fire  precautions  or  face  having  them 
forced  upon  them  by  public  opinion  and  governmental  control,, 

"The  fire  record  of  schools  has  taken  a  serious  trend  in 
recent  years „     There  have  been  a  number  of  serious  fires  in  college 
buildings  such  as  dormitories^  fraternity  and  sorority  houses  resulting 
in  serious  loss  of  life0 

"No  college  should  feel  smug  and  point  to  the  unfortunate 
institutions  that  have  suffered  these  catastrophies»  It  could  happen 
to  any  school.  All  are  faced  with  the  same  problem,  and  almost  none 
is  prepared  to  cope  with  it* 
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Only  chance  has  saved  the  rest,  and  they  must  now  act  quickly  before 
their  luck  runs  out. 

"The  problem  is  a  serious  onee  Relatively  large  numbers  of 
students  sleep  on  upper1  floors  of  residence  buildings a  College  residences, 
with  few  exceptions/ are  traditional  types  inherited  from  the  last 
century  and  earlier.  This  type  building  was  built  to  burn  and  burn 
quickly,"  Ahern  said, 

large  open  central  stairways  which  lend  an  air  of  spaciousness 
and  grace  to  a  grOTnd  floor  can  quickly  turn  into  raging  torrents  of 
flame  and  smoke  which  spread  quickly  to  upper  floors. 

The  traditional  building  has  an  attic  under  a  wood  roof  which 
bridges  division  walls  and  serves  to  spread  the  flames  rapidly  across 
the  entire  structure.  In  many  cases  these  attics  are  part  of  the 
circulating  system  and  fire  is  carried  to  and  across  the  attic  and 
then  back  down  to  the  rooms  in  other  parts  of  the  building,  h<5  explained,? 

The  picture  is  made  still  gloomier  by  inadequate  emergency 
exits,  lack  of  automatic  alarm  systems,  and  non-standard  watchman  services 

Outside  fire  escapes  parallel  with  the  building  are  unsatisfactory 
because  they  fail  to  protect  their  occupants  from  flames,  smoke  or 
heat  belching  from  lower  windows 9 

Lack  of  experience  in  their  use  makes  most  fire  extinguishers 
worthless.  Many  types  are  too  heavy  for  women  students  to  use  at  all, 
Ahern  said.  He  decried  the  use  of  inadequate  wiring  and  warned  that 
multiple  extensions  on  a  single  outlet  are  extremely  hazardous.

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CHICAGO — Research  in  industrial  hydraulics  has  led  to  nearly  every  kind 
of  industrial  machine  to  lighten  labor,  Rudolph  Esch,  sales  manager  for  Vickers, 
Inc.,  Detroit,  Mich.,  told  members  of  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial 
Hydraulics  today  at  their  fifth  annual  meeting  in  the  Sheraton  hotel. 

Esch  said  research  has  led  to  hydraulic  machines  which  are  automatic  as 
desired,  can't  be  overloaded,  reduce  production  costs,  and  protect  against  human 
errors. 

"Industrial  hydraulics  has  given  us  machines  of  vrar  more  formidable  than 
anything  known  before, "  he  said. 

Esch' s  speech,  "What  Is  Industrial  Hydraulics?,"  was  delivered  at  the 
luncheon  session  on  the  first  day  of  the  two -day  conference.   The  conference  is 
sponsored  by  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  and  the 
Graduate  School  of  Illinois  Tech  with  the  cooperation  of  eight  technical  societies. 

"Industrial  hydraulics  is  a  way  of  doing  the  world's  work,"  he  said. 
"For  many  purposes  it  is  a  better  way  than  we  have  ever  known  before.   For  some 
purposes  it  is  the  only  way  we  know. " 

"As  engineers  we  are  likely  to  think  of  industrial  hydraulics  as  a  matter 
of -fact  collection  of  pumps,  control  valves,  and  motors,"  he  said.  "Yet,  the  art  ha- 
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us  realize," 

Esch  cited  the  automobile  industry  where  a  block  casting  is  transformed 
into  a  finished.,  finely-tooled  cylinder  block  in  a  series  of  hydraulically  powered 
and  controlled  operations  which  require  only  two  operators,,   Without  hydraulic 
power  the  process  would  require  scores  of  workers. 

"You  and  I  and  the  machine  operators  get  better  automobiles  for  less 
money  because  of  hydraulic  power, "  he  said.   He  cited  similar  examples  in  the  coal 
mining,  road  building,  farming  and  aviation  industries. 

"The  versatility  of  hydraulic  power  will  let  it  move  the  point  of  a  tool 
a  small  fraction  of  an  inch  in  a  minute,  or  it  will  catapult  an  airplane  to  flying 
speed  in  less  distance  than  the  width  of  a  cruiser's  deck,"  he-  said.

American  transport  planes  will  soon  lose  the  world-wide  supremacy 
which  they  have  possessed  exclusively  for  so  many  years*  With  its  new 
type  gas  turbine  and  jet  airliners  Britain  is  winning  its  bid  for 
universal  air  leadership.  Many  of  our  latest  medium  range  piston  engine 
commercial  aircraft  are  already  obsolete.  In  the  civil  aircraft  field 
America  is  repeating  the  same  mistake  made  in  World  War  II  in  military 
aircraft,-  when  we  permitted  the  British  to  conduct  the  development  work 
on  jet  engines  while  our  facilities  and  engineering  talent  were  used 
for  the  mass  production  of  conventional  piston  engines.  As  a  result 
we  lagged  behind  the  British  in  the  jet  engine  field,  and  spent  several 
years  in  approaching  their  accomplishments.  Even  today  we  do  not  have 
jet  engines  with  power  ratings  as  high  as  the  British. 
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The  British  are  working  on  two  types  of  commercial  transport 
planes.  One  type,  the  turbojet,  has  gas  turbine  engines  where  the  high 
velocity  exhaust  gases  from  the  engines  propel  the  airplane  by  means 
of  jet  propulsion,,  This  is  the  same  method  that  is  used  in  all  of  the 
latest  high  speed  military  aircraft ,  The  other  type,  the  turboprop,, 
has  gas  turbine  engines  whose  principle  function  is  to  drive  a  propeller,, 
with  some  residual  energy  in  the  exhaust  gases  also  furnishing  a  jet 
propulsion  effect.  Inherently  a  turbojet  plane  is  faster  than  a  turboprop 
type,  because  the  efficiency  of  the  propeller  falls  off  at  high  speeds. 
Both  turbojet  and  turboprop  planes  are  capable  of  greater  speeds  than 
planes  driven  by  piston  engines  with  propellers ■  From  a  fuel  consumption 
standpoint,  however,  the  advantage  is  in  the  reverse  order. 

The  de  Havilland  Comet  is  the  most  notable  example  of  British 
efforts  in  the  field  of  turbojet  transports.  The  Comet  is  a  four  engine, 
36  passenger,  plane  with  a  cruising  speed  of  5>00  miles  per  hour  and 
a  present  range  of  2000  miles  at  an  altitude  of  1^0,000  feet.  After 
further  modifications  to  improve  range  it  is  intended  to  fly  from  London 
to  New  York  in  six  hours.  This  is  approximately  half  the  time  now 
required  with  conventional  transports.  Flight  tests  on  the  Comet  have 
revealed  it  to  exceed  its  cruising  speed  and  altitude  specif ications0 
Fourteen  Comets  are  on  order  for  the  British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation^ 
and  two  for  the  Ministry  of  Supply.  Besides  the  Comet  the  British  have 
under  development  two  other  turbojet  and  four  turboprop  transports. 

In  addition  to  developing  their  own  planes  the  British  have 
also  upgraded  a  Douglas  DC-3  by  installation  of  two  gas  turbine  turboprop 
engines  in  place  of  its  two  piston  engines e  The  3000  DC-3's  now  in 
operation  will  become  obsolete  when  the  new  international  regulations 
requiring  ability  to  take  off  on  only  one  engine  are  put  into  effect. 
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The  turbo-props  will  meet  this  requirement  and  offer  a  means  of  salvaging 
these  planes o  Furthermore,  the  converted  DC-3's  would  be  capable  of 
increased  speeds  and  payloads  up  to  ranges  of  approximately  3^0  miles. 

Canada  is  also  actively  engaged  in  the  construction  of  turbojet 
aircraft.  The  Avro  XC-102  is  the  Canadian  contribution  to  high  speed 
airliners.  This  £0  passenger  jet  transport  has  a  normal  range  of 
approximately  £00  miles  cruising  at  U00  miles  per  hour  at  an  altitude 
of  30,000  feet.  Performance  tests  to  date  have  demonstrated  the  exceptional 
characteristics  of  the  plane.  Rumors  indicate  contemplated  purchases 
by  American  operators . 

There  are  many  reasons  why  a  turbojet  transport  is  superior 
to  the  conventional  piston  engine  type,  for  medium  ranges  up  to 
approximately  1000  miles.  Admittedly  the  fuel  consumption  of  the  jet 
is  higher  than  that  of  the  conventional  engine,  but  the  much  greater 
speed  capabilities  of  the  former  result  in  lower  total  operating  costs 
per  mile.  This  derives  from  the  fact  that  fuel  cost  is  only  part  of 
the  picture.  There  are  other  costs,  common  to  all  types  of  airplanes, 
such  as  crew  salaries,  depreciation,  insurance,  maintenance,  etc., 
which  have  a  greater  influence  on  total  cost.  This  latter  type  of  cost 
in  dollars  per  hour  does  not  vary  greatly  between  jet  and  piston  engine 
planes,  with  the  result  that  the  faster  jet  plane  shows  lower  costs 
on  a  per  mile  basis. 

Additional  advantages  accrue  When  it  is  considered  that  for 
a  given  volume  of  traffic  fewer  jet  planes  are  required  due  to  their 
greater  speed,  consequently  reducing  investment.  Furthermore,  because 
of  the  purely  rotary  motion  of  the  turbojets  compared  with  the  recipro- 
cation of  piston  engines,  the  jet  airliner  is  virtually  vibraticmless 
thus  materially  enhancing  passenger  comfort. 
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Its  cabin  noise  level  is  also  greatly  reduced*  In  fact,  it  is  reported 
that  pilots  in  the  XC-102  do  not  require  earphones,  Maintenance  tine 
on  the  turbo jets  should  also  be  lower.  The  Air  Force  states  that  only 
five  nan-hours  are  required  for  a  complete  change  of  turbojet  engines 
compared  with  150  man-hours  for  piston  engines e 

The  United  Kingdom  readily  recognizes  and  accepts  the  superiority 
of  the  jet  airliner  over  the  conventional  piston  engine  type.  Such 
recognition  is  clearly  evident  by  observation  of  the  intense  British 
development  program  now  achieving  fruition  in  this  field.  It  is 
catastrophic  that  smilar  foresight  is  not  prevalent  in  the  United  States. 
There  is  not  a  single  turbojet  or  turboprop  transport  now  under  construction 
in  this  country.  Even  if  such  construction  were  started  today,  it  would 
still  be  at  least  three  years  before  commercial  operation  could  be 
realized.  Undoubtedly  progressive  airlines  in  this  country  will  of 
necessity  be  purchasing  foreign  jet  transports  in  the  interest  of  continuing 
the  policy  of  rendering  to  the  public  the  best  tyre  of  service  available, 

From  a  technical  and  production  standpoint  the  United  States 
is  better  qualified  to  develop  turbojet  transports  than  any  other  country « 
It  is  unreasonable  to  expect,  however,  that  private  industry,  even 
though  convinced  of  the  desirability,  could  undertake  such  a  program 
without  federal  assistance.  The  British  developments  have  been  under 
government  subsidy.'  It  would  appear  logical  to  employ  some  military 
appropriations  for  such  a  purpose,  as  transports  are  certainly  used 
to  a  large  degree  in  the  normal  conduct  of  wartime  operations.  If  the 
United  States  is  ever  to  regain  its  eminent  position  in  the  transport 
field-positive-  action  should-.bc  taken,  and  soon. 
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CHICAGO — Fire  hydrant  openers  pose  one  of  the  worst  problems  for  the  men 
who  furnish  water  to  Chicago,  Fred  G.  Gordon,  assistant  city  engineer,  told 
attendants  at  the  National  Conference  on  Industrial  Hydraulics  today  in  the  Sherator. 
hotel. 

"Operating  hydraulics  embraces  a  number  of  phenomena  not  referred  to  in 
the  text  books, "  Gordon  told  the  hydraulics  experts  in  describing  the  water  supply 
system  of  Chicago.  _  He  cited  the  hot  weather  diversion  of  opening  fire  hydrants  as 
an  example. 

"Force,  cajolery,  and  artifice  have  been  employed,"  he  said,   "The  help 
of  the  police  and  fire  departments  have  been  enlisted,  placards  have  been  placed  on 
hydrants,  and  special  hydrant  caps  have  been  installed  in  some  of  the  worst 
locations."   The  special  caps  require  a  socket  wrench. 

"Need  I  tell  you  that  some  of  the  hydrant  openers  are  just  as  ingenious 
as  the  Department's  engineers?"  Gordon  asked.   "They  have  been  able  to  either 
remove  or  break  the  cap  or  secure  a  wrench  of  satisfactory  contour  or  dimensions. " 
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The  engineer  cited  complaints  of  low  water  pressure  caused  by  the  illegal 
opening  of  hydrants,  using  statistics  from  one  hot  August  day  as  an  example. 
Maintenance  of  adequate  pressures  over  the  entire  water  supply  system  is  a  major 
concern  of  the  city,  he  said. 

Describing  Chicago's  water  supply  system,  Gordon  said  that  seven  steam 
operated  and  five  electric  stations  are  connected  through  three  major  tunnel 
systems  and  one  minor  tunnel  to  five  cribs  located  from  two  to  four  miles  off- 
shore in  Lake  Michigan.   Flow  from  the  lake  to  the  suction  wells  at  the  pumping 
stations  is  by  gravity. 

Running  the  water  works  involves  a  Design  Division^  a  Construction 
Division,  an  Operating  Division,  a  Water  Purification  Division,  a  water  Pipe 
Extension  Division,  and  a  Pumping  Station  Efficiency  Station. 

Some  of  the  jobs  done  by  these  divisions,  according  to  Gordon,  are 
stoppage  of  underground  street  leakage,  promotion  of  water  conservation,  control  of 
load  distribution  between  stations,  and  tests  for  fire  flow. 

"Some  leakage  takes  place  from  plumbing  fixtures  within  private  premises,' 
he  said.   "It  may  be  in  an  apartment  where  the  tenant  does  not  pay  the  water  bill, 
or  it  may  be  in  premises  where  no  meter  is  installed." 

A  house  to  house  inspection  of  plumbing  fixtures  began  in  1942,  Gordon 
said,  and  a  marked  reduction  of  leakage  has  resulted.   Statistics  indicate  that  one 
out  of  every  ten  fixtures  examined,  leaked*

CHICAGO  —  The  earth  is  an  adaptable  source  of  heat  for  homes 
in  the  Chicago  area,  R,  A,  Budenholzer  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  said  tonight, 

Budenholzer,  a  professor  of  mechanical  engineering,  described 
the  use  of  the  heat  pump  in  taking  warmth  from  the  ground  as  "an 
ideal  heating  and  cooling  system  for  homes  of  the  future" 0 

He  spoke  on  the  Illinois  Tech  campus  at  a  meeting  of  Sigma 
XI,  scientific  research  organizationc 

"The  principles  of  the  heat  pump  have  long  been  known  and 
understood  by  scientists",  he  said,  "but,  heretofore,  the  system 
has  been  considered  too  expensive  for  practical  use"g 

"Recent  increases  in  the  cost  of  coal  and  petroleum  products^, 
however,  have  stimulated  research  on  practical  applications "„ 

The  heat  pump  consists  of  a  refrigeration  compressor  so  arranged 
that  heat  is  withdrawn  from  some  abundant  outside  source,  such  as 
air,  water,  or  the  ground  and  pumped  into  the  home  where  it  is 
distributed  through  air  ducts  in  the  conventional  manner,  he  explained. 

During  the  summer  months  the  same  equipment  can  be  used  for 
cooling  by  shifting  the  cycle  of  operation  so  that  heat  is  withdrawn 
from  the  home  and  pumped  outside 0

"If  electrical  energy  to  run  the  pump  can  be  secured  at  a 
sufficiently  low  price",  Dr9  Budenholzer  said,  "such  a  heating  device 
could  compete  with  conventional  systems'^ 

He  listed  clean  smokeless  heat,  fully  automatic  control  and 
a  minimum  of  attention  as  advantages 0 

Recent  studies  have  shown  that  the  best  source  of  heat  is 
the  ground  when  the  soil  has  a  high  thermal  conductivity.  Since 
thermal  conductivity  increases  with  moisture  content,  a  dry  soil 
is  unsuitable 0 

Soil  in  the  Chicago  area  has  been  found  ideally  moist,  he 
saidc 

"In  Chicago  an  area  equal  to  1$   feet  by  75  feet  is  sufficient 
for  a  heat  withdrawing  coil  capable  of  supplying  the  needs  of  a 
six-room  home.  The  coil  should  be  approximately  1,000  feet  long 
and  buried  at  least  five  feet  deepD  Individual  lengths  of  coil  should 
be  spaced  not  less  than  five  feet  apart, 

"More  research  and  development  are  necessary  before  the  heat 
pump  becomes  a  widely-used  method  of  heating  and  cooling,"  Dr,  Budenholzer 
concluded,  but  it  is  well  worth  striving  for  from  the  standpoint  of 
both  better  and  more  efficient  heating  and  the  national  fuel  economy" »

CHICAGO— Y/ithin  the  next  few  years  magnetic  sound  on  motion  pictures  will 
be  as  common  as  motion  pictures  themselves,  Marvin  Camras,  physicist  in  charge  of 
magnetic  recording  research  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  predicted  last  night. 

Camras  spoke  in  Rochester,  N.Y.,  where  he  accepted  the  annual  "U.S.  Camera 
Achievement  Award"  in  behalf  of  the  Foundation  for  "outstanding  contribution  to 
motion  picture  photography,  amateur  and  professional." 

The  Foundation  received  the  award,  made  by  the  U.S.  Camera  Publication 
Corp.,  for  its  work  in  developing  magnetic  sound  for  8  and  15  mm  motion  pictures. 
Foundation  developments  make  possible  the  production  of  sound  movies  inexpensively, 
simply,  and  with  only  minor  adaptations  to  existing  equipment. 

In  his  acceptance  speech  Camras  pointed  out  the  advantages  of  magnetic 
sound  on  film  to  educators  and  to  professional  and  amateur  photographers. 

"To  the  educator,  magnetic  sound  on  film  gives  a  new  .instructional  tool 
in  visual  education,"  he  said.   "  No  longer  does  he  have  to  rely  on  available  films. 

He  can  tailor-make  his  own,  exactly  as  he  wants  them.   Films  which  never  would  be 
produced  because  of  high  cost  can  now  be  made  by  the  instructor  with  very  little 
expense.   Films  can  always  be  kept  up  to  date  because  revision  is  easy."

He  pointed  out  that  magnetic  sound  on  film  offers  the  professional  a 
flexible,  high  fidelity  system  for  producing  "even  better  theater  quality  sound 
pictures. " 

"To  the  amateur,  it  provides  a  new  dimension,"  he  said.   "He  can  preserve 
the  sound  as  well  as  the  pictorial  events  which  interest  him." 

The  Foundation  has  38  magnetic  recording  patents  and  has  applied  for  87 
more.   Many  of  these  reflect  the  development  of  magnetic  sound  for  motion  pictures. 

Similar  achievement  awards  are  made  for  advancements  in  still  photography 
(black-and-white  and  colored),  technical  achievement,  and  overall  achievement.

The  building,  at  3lU£  South  State  street,  is  being  torn  down 
as  a  part  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology's  development  program 
which  will  eventually  encompass  the  entire  110  acre  tract  from  31st 
to  3!?th  streets  and  from  Michigan  avenue  to  the  New  York  Central 
Railroad  tracks 0 

In  its  heyday,  in  the  "roaring  20s ";  the  Vendome  featured 
first-run  movies  and  the  music  of  Erskine  Tate  and  his  Little  Symphony 
orchestra o  A  typical  program  consisted  of  a  classical  overture, 
the  movie,  a  program  featuring  a  singer  and  members  of  the  orchestra 
in  solo  roles,  and  community  singing  with  the  organ0 

Such  famous  jazz  names  as  Louis  Armstrong,  Teddy  Weatherford, 
Eddie  South,  Jack  Carter,  Jimmy  Bertrand,  and  Jerome  Carrington 
played  with  Tate:s  group s  Cab  Calloway  and  his  sister,  Blanche, 
both  featured  singers „  The  late  "Fats"  Waller  was  featured  organist 
for  three  years 0 

The  building  was  constructed  in  1887  at  a  cost  of  0175,000 
for  the  South  Side  Turner's  Hall,  It  was  used  by  them  as  a  dance 
hall  and  social  center  until  gutted  by  fire<>

In  1919  it  was  rebuilt  for  use  as  a  theater  and  opened  with  Douglas 
Fairbanks  starring  in  "Arizona",,  under  the  management  of  John  Hammond

Until  1927  when  the  population  suddenly  shifted  further  south 
along  South  Park  avenue .,  the  Vendome  was  the  leading  first-run  movie 
house  of  the  South  Side0  State  street  from  31st  to  35th  streets 
was  the  Negro  "Great  White  Way"  and  crowds  stood  in  line  nightly 
to  jam  the  Vendome 0 

In  1927  the  Metropolitan  theater  at  itfth  and  South  Parkway 
took  over  the  exclusive  Vendome  trade 0     The  Vendome  continued  in 
operation  under  new  ownership  until  1931  when  Tate  and  his  musicians 
moved  to  the  Metropolitan  and  the  Vendome  was  closed,-. 

It  reopened  its  doors  briefly  in  1933  but  closed  four  months 
later  despite  the  fact  that  Tate's  orchestra  was  brought  back* 
Recently  it  has  been  used  bjr  Illinois  Tech  for  storages  It  was 
acquired  by  the  Institute  in  19hS   through  tax  foreclosures 3

An  abstract  of  an  address  at  noon,  Friday,  November  18,  19k9, 
on  the  "Coal-Burning  Gas  Turbine  Locomotive,"  by  Dr»  John  T.  Rettaliata, 
dean  of  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  follows  :

The  coal-burning  gas  turbine  locomotive  is  the  most  serious 
competitor  to  the  presently  popular  diesel  locomotive  that  has  yet 
appeared  on  the  railway  scene.  Unquestionably  the  numerous  advantages 
of  the  diesel  engine  make  it  a  very  desirable  type  of  power  plant 
for  locomotive  use.  Tangible  evidence  of  this  is  readily  apparent 
from  the  overwhelming  majority  of  diesel  locomotives  on  order  compared 
with  those  of  the  steam  type.  However,  it  is  believed  that  the  gas 
turbine,  especially  when  using  coal  as  a  fuel,  possesses  even  more 
beneficial  characteristics  when  applied  to  the  heavy  traction  field, 
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and  it  is  predicted  that  only  by  its  adoption  will  the  ultimate  in 
locomotive  design  be  achieved. 

A  I4OOO  horsepower  coal-burning  locomotive  gas  turbine  now 
being  constructed  by  All is -Chalmers  will  be  ready  for  testing  in 
about  one  month's  time.  If  the  anticipated  performance  is  realized, 
fuel  and  maintenance  costs  will  be  lower  than  for  any  other  locomotive 
ever  built.  A  direct-current  type  of  electric  transmission,  similar 
to  that  used  in  diesel-electric  locomotives,  will  be  employed. 

The  gas  turbine  power  plant  consists  of  a  turbine  driving 
directly  a  compressor  and,  through  a  reduction  gear,  also  a  generator, 
the  latter  furnishing  electric  power  to  traction  motors  mounted  on 
the  axles  of  the  locomotive.  Air  from  the  atmosphere  has  its  pressure 
increased  by  the  compressor  and,  after  passing  through  a  combustion 
chamber  where  its  temperature  is  raised  to  about  1300  degrees  Fahrenheit 
by  the  burning  of  pulverized  coal,  enters  the  turbine  in  the  form 
of  a  hot 'gas.  By  expansion  of  the  gas  through  it  the  turbine  develops 
more  power  than  the  compressor  requires  so  the  excess  goes  to  the 
generator.  A  heat  exchanger  will  also  be  employed  so  that  the  turbine 
exhaust  gases,  which  would  otherwise  be  wasted,  can  be  used  to  preheat 
the  compressed  air  before  it  enters  the  combustion  chamber. 

The  expected  fuel  cost,  when  using  coal,  will  be  approximately 
one  half  of  that  of  a  diesel  locomotive  of  similar  horsepower.  The 
lubrication  costs  should  not  exceed  one  tenth  of  those  of  the  diesel 
type.  The  purely  rotary  motion  of  the  gas  turbine  will  result  in 
minimum  maintenance  and  vibration.  Absence  of  any  reciprocation, 
with  its  concomitant  unbalanced  forces,  is  obviously  beneficial. 
Several  other  gas  turbines,  of  a  design  similar  to  that  of  the 
-more- 
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locomotive  unit,  have  operated  in  oil  refineries  for  continuous  periods 
as  long  as  several  years  without  shutdown;  thus  indicating  the  high 
order  of  reliability  to  be  expected  from  the  locomotive  gas  turbine. 

There  are  other  incentives  for  using  coal  besides  reducing 
fuel  costs.  One  of  these  is  that  the  chief  source  of  revenue  of 
some  railroads  is  obtained  from  hauling  coal,  and  good  customer 
relations  are,  obviously,  important.  From  a  conservation  standpoint 
the  use  of  coal  is  also  dictated.  It  is  generally  predicted  that 
coal  reserves  will  last  about  2000  years  as  compared  with  possible 
depletion  of  petroleum  reserves  this  century. 

Since  no  water  is  required  in  its  operation,  the  gas  turbine 
cycle  should  be  particularly  attractive  for  locomotive  installations e 
Elimination  of  the  now  necessary  water  treating  provisions  for  both 
diesel  and  steam  locomotives  should  certainly  be  desirable.  The 
large  amount  of  excess  air  used  in  the  gas  turbine  combustion  process 
permits  a  clear  stack  free  from  smoke  at  all  loads  on  the  unit. 
The  desirability  of  such  a  feature  in  view  of  some  present  city 
ordinances  Is  manifest.

Actual  construction  has  been  completed  and  all  equipment 
installed  in  this  latest  unit  in  Illinois  Tech's  building  program* 

The  plant,  which  will  supply  heat  for  the  entire  proposed 
110-acre  campus,  is  located  on  Federal  street  near  35>th  street « 
Its  63-foot  height  is  dwarfed  by  a  massive  new  smoke  stack  19  feet 
in  diameter  at  the  base  and  rising  200  feet  with  a  top  diameter  of 
7  feet. 

Exterior  of  the  6l  ft%  by  £6  ft.  plant  is  of  buff  face  brick 
to  conform  with  the  other  new  campus  buildings „  The  north  wall  is 
of  block  construction  to  permit  easy  extension  and  eventual  installation 
of  two  more  boilers  as  the  campus  grows  and  new  buildings  require 
heat  servicing. 

The  heating  plant,  like  the  other  new  Technology  Center  buildings, 
was  designed  by  Ludwig  Mies  van  der  Rohe,  world-famous  head  of  the 
Institute's  department  of  architecture. 

Two  other  new  structures  nearing  completion  are  buildings 
for  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology  and  the  Association  of  American 
Railroads. 
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Both  are  expected  to  be  completed  by  next  February. 

The  $600,000  railway  laboratory  will  provide  headquarters 
for  the  research  and  testing  staffs  of  the  mechanical  and  engineering 
divisions  and  the  container  bureau  of  the  Association,  The  two 
story  structure,,  1±8  ft*  by  216  ft.,  is  located  at  Federal  and  32nd

Already  Illinois  Tech's  ambitious  long-range  development 
program,  which  is  erasing  the  blight  from  a  sizeable  section  of 
Chicago's  neglected  near  South  Side,  has  been  translated  into  a  series 
of  new  buildings  distinguished  by  their  simple.,,  functional  lines.- 

To  date,  seven  new  classroom,  laboratory  and  research  buildings, 
two  dormitories,  and  a  ten-story  apartment  building  for  married 
students  and  staff  have  been  built. 
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CHICAGO  —  Because  a  cat  walked,  many  present  concepts  in 
neurology,  physiology,  and  psychology  nay  be  outmoded  and  will  have 
to  be  revised,  according  to  a  report  by  Phil  S»  Shurrager  and  Ross 
A.  Dykman. 

Dr»  Shurrager,  chairman  of  the  department  of  psychology  and 
education  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Dykman,  an  instructor 
in  the  department,  are  publishing  a  report  on  the  walking  behavior 
of  a  spinal,  or  paraplegic  cat„ 

Their  experiments  prove  that  an  animal  can  acquire  the  ability 
to  walk  though  its  spinal  cord  has  been  severed.  Until  now  experi- 
mental work  of  this  nature  has  been  sporadic  and  incomplete  because 
of  the  conviction  that  walking  functions  were  not  possible  without 
connections  to  the  brain, 

"The  spinal  cord  of  a  four-weeks  old  kitten  was  cut  in  the 
middle  of  the  back  severing  connection  between  the  brain  and  the 
hind  legs,"  the  psychologists  reported,  "Seven  weeks  after  the  operation, 
the  animal  was  able  to  walk  as  far  as  fifteen  feet  and  could  change 
direction  without  losing  its  balance  and  falling," 
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"For  the  first  few  weeks  after  the  operation  the  kitten  was 
kept  in  a  box  filled  with  paper  excelsior  to  prevent  injury,,  It  was 
excercised  daily  on  corrugated  cardboard  and  its  hind  legs  were  massaged 
and  electrically  stimulated.  In  the  third  week  the  rigidity  commonly 
found  in  spinal  animals  had  lessened  and  the  cat  was  able  to  stand 
alone  when  placed  in  position," 

In  the  fourth  week  the  cat  was  able  to  raise  itself  to  a 
standing  position  without  assistance.  Several  times  it  was  able  to 
walk  a  few  feet.  By  the  ninth  week  the  animal  walked  most  of  the  time 
and  fell  only  when  it  tried  to  go  too  fast  and  the  hind  legs  were 
unable  to  keep  up  with  the  front 0 

The  animal  was  able  to  walk  and  stand  for  ten  minutes  without 
falling  by  the  eleventh  week  and  could  make  a  series  of  90  and  120 
degree  turns  without  losing  balance.  Two  more  weeks  and  it  was  able 
to  crouch,  jump,  make  successive  leaps,  and  turn  corners  easily  without 
support, 

"The  actions  of  this  cat  would  never  be  mistaken  for  those 
of  a  normal  animal,"  the  authors  said^  "but  its  achievement  is  far 
superior  to  anything  previously  reported  in  a  spinal  animal.  Vile  believe 
that  it  cannot  be  fully  accounted  for  without  assuming  that  actual 
learning  has  occurred  in  the  spinal  cord  behind  the  transection, 

"In  previous  experiments,  a  walking  motion  was  described,  but 
those  animals  were  reported  to  use  the  front  legs  as  a  fulcrum  and 
the  head  as  a  counterweight,  and  advanced  using  only  the  front  legs 
without  hind  leg  walking  movements," 
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Since  1935*  Dr0  Shurrager  and  his  wife.  Dr.  Harriet  Shurrager, 
Illinois  Tech's  husband-wife  teaching  and  research  team,  have  been 
conducting  research  in  spinal  learning,  or  learning  outside  the  brain 
areae  Their  work  has  centered  around  how  and  in  what  location  the 
nervous  system  learns,,  Working  with  dogs,  they  have  previously 
measured  the  rate  of  learning  of  a  single  nerve  cell. 
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CHICAGO  —  The  19th  Annual  Illinois  Tech  Relay  Games, 
one  of  the  largest  indoor  collegiate  track  meets  in  the  nation, 
will  be  held  March  11,  1950,  it  was  announced  today  by  Bernard 
Weissman,  director  of  athletics.

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CHICAGO — Leonard  J.  Vinson,  biochemist  at  Armour  Research  Foundation 
of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  claims  a  record  for  the  rapid  solution 
of  a  research  problem.   He  solved  "The  Case  of  the  Tough  Apricots"  in  15  minutes. 

The  owner  of  a  Chicago  food  products  corporation  called  the  Foundation, 
a  non-profit  organization  which  does  research  work  for  industrial  concerns,  one 
morning  last  week.   Here  was  his  problem:   The  company  had  tough  apricots,  and 
he'd  lose  the  whole  amount  he  had  purchased  unless  they  could  be  softened 
quickly. 

In  making  preserves  to  sell  to  the  baking  industry,  the  company  soaks 
apricots  for  24  hours.   The  fruit  is  thus  softened  and  easily  macerated,  -then 
cooked  with  sugar  and  other  ingredients  to  make  the  preserves.   A  large  quantity 
of  apricots  had  been  bought  which  had  an  excellent  color  but  refused  to  soften 
in  soaking  periods  as  long  as  72  hours..   The  company  wanted  the  color,  but 
couldn't  afford  the  toughness  of  the  fruit — too  long  a  softening  period. 

"Come  on  out  and  talk  to  us, "  Vinson  told  the  preserve  maker.   "And 
bring  some  of  the  apricots,"'

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When  the  man  and  his  sample  apricots  arrived,  Vinson  took  him  to 
the  biochemical  laboratory.  After  a  few  minutes  conversation  the  scientist 
had  an  inspiration.   He  plunged  the  apricots  into  an  enzyme  preparation 
which  softened  them  in  less  than  a  quarter  hour. 

The  next  step  was  to  call  a  local  enzyme  maker  and  order  enough 
of  the  preparation  to  start  production.   Result:  the  happy  preserve  maker  gets 
to  use  the  desirably  colored  apricots  at  very  small  added  cost,  and  production 
was  speeded  up  at  the  same  time.

Our  country's  history  is  filled  with  examples  of  industrial 
developments  based  on  sound  application  of  scientific  and  technological 
discoveries.  Our  industrial  welfare  and  our  national  safety  demand 
that  such  technological  progress  continue  on  a  sound  front »  This 
is  the  road  to  achievement. 

I  should  like  to  mention  a  few  factors  essential  to  the 
continuation  of  technological  progress  at  a  maximum  rate0 

The  first  of  these  is  a  high  level  of  education,,  In  America 
a  far  larger  proportion  of  young  people  go  to  college  than  in  any 

-more- 
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other  country  in  the  world.  It  is  no  accident  that  we  have  been 
able  to  make  such  remarkable  progress  in  elevating  our  standard  of 
living. 

All  the  citizens  of  every  community  have  a  vital  stake  in 
the  quality  of  that  community's  education  —  whether  it  be  elementary, 
secondary,  or  collegiate  education.  There  is  a  definite  correlation 
between  the  prosperity  of  a  community,  state,  or  nation  and  the  quality 
of  its  educational  system. 

To  maintain  and  improve  our  democratic  society,  we  must  have 
an  intelligent  and  informed  citizenry,  capable  of  sound  analysis, 
able  to  understand  the  principles  of  social  and  political  action, 
and  containing  men  and  women  who  combine  these  qualities  with 
expertness  in  the  specialized  professional  areas  of  our  industrial 
economy. 

American  colleges  and  universities  are  rightfully  expected 
to  supply  such  persons.  Our  engineering  and  scientific  institutions, 
both  publicly  supported  and  privately  endowed,  bear  the  responsibility 
for  educating  men  who  will  mold  the  technological  progress  of  the 
f uture , 

In  the  past  60  years,  the  number  of  engineers  in  ^merica 
has  increased  12  times  as  fast  as  the  total  employable  working  force. 
This  increase  in  the  ratio  of  technologically  educated,  persons  to 
total  workers  will  continue.  It  is  fortunate  for  the  nations 's 
welfare  that  the  growth  of  engineering  colleges  and  the  expansion 
in  enrollment  has  kept  pace  with  the  needs. 

A  second  important  factor  in  technological  progress  is  the 
wide  dispersion  of  initiative.  Widely  separated  companies  and  research

organizations j  working  independently,  have  contributed  important 
developments  in  many  fields.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  competitive 
efforts  of  different  organizations  bring  immeasurably  greater  ultimate 
progress  than  Centralized  and  controlled  programs  of  production  and 
development  can  ever  achieve. 

This  is  a  basic  strength  of  the  American  economy  which  must 
be  preserved.  To  secure  diffusion  of  initiative,  there  must  be 
incentive  for  productive  effort  and  risk  capital.  This  incentive 
must  involve  opportunity  for  individual  reward  for  labor  and  the 
creativeness  of  the  individual  —  both  in  terms  of  intangibles  such 
as  recognition  for  accomplishment  and  in  terms  of  tangible  monetary 
return, 

A  third  factor  on  technological  progress  is  a  comprehensive 
nation-wide  Program  of  scientific  and  technolgical  research.  Such 
a  program  must  include  not  only  so-called  pure  research  in  the  academic 
laboratory  but  also  strong  programsof  industrial  research  in  which 
basic  principles  are  applied  to  the  solution  of  industry's  problems. 

Here  again  a  diffusion  of  responsibility  is  highly  desirable 0 
Today  the  armed  forces  are  spending  half  a  billion  dollars  a  year 
on  research  and  development  for  military  purposes,  and  other  governmental 
agencies  are  spending  huge  sums.  But  these  activities  do  not  relieve 
industry  of  its  responsibility  to  do  its  own  research  and  to  encourage 
the  advancement  of  fundamental  knowledge  in  educational  institutions. 

Research  in  America  today  is  big  business,  but  it  is  not 
big  enough.  Brilliant  individuals  working  alone  may  still  make 
important  discoveries,  but  the  likelihood  is  not  great. 
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More  often  today  significant  research  results  come  from  well  equipped 
and  well  staffed  laboratories  either  in  industry  itself  or  in  outside 
research  organizations  such  as  Armour  Research  Foundation  provides 
for  industry's  use* 

Usually  it  is  beyond  the  financial  means  of  medium  sized 
companies  to  set  up  laboratories  and  conduct  enough  research  to 
stay  in  business*  We  are  moving  ahead  too  rapidly  for  the  small 
manufacturer  to  grasp  all  of  the  newer  methods,  materials)  and 
developments  which  research  in  engineering  and  science  reveals  todays 
For  these  businesses,  the  independent  non-profit  research  organization 
is  ideally  suited i 

Finally 4  of  course,  technological  advancements  must  be  applied 
promptly  to  industrial  situations.  A  beautiful  laboratory  development 
is  of  little  use  to  industry  if  it  remains  in  the  laboratory*  It 
must  be  adapted  to  industry's  needs  and  made  available,  either  directly 
or  indirectly^  to  the  public  which  industry  serves  and  must  always 
serve  if  it  is  to  gain  public  acceptance  and  make  a  profit*  The 
path  to  achievement  is  open  for  the  industry  that  recognizes  this 
basic  truth* 

The  common  denominator  of  all  of  these  things  is  the  quality 
and  worth  of  men  —  their  professional  competence^  their  public -spirited 
outlook^  their  personal  integrity*  America  is  great  and  strong 
because  it  has  provided  opportunities  and  incentives  for  its  people* 

The  creative  ability  of  the  mind  knows  no  bounds  if  it  is 
given  free  play  in  a  society  which}  in  truth,  insures  life,  liberty, 
and  opportunity*  This  is  the  path  to  prosperity  and  security.  This 
is  the  nations's  road  to  achievement*

CHICAG0»i»By  treating  dirt  like  popcorn,,  ceramics  experts  at  Armour 
Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  hope  to  lower  the 
cost  of  concrete  construction  while  providing  lighter,,  stronger/,  and  better 
insulated  buildings. 

Thomas  C.  Miller,  supervisor  of  masonry  materials  research  at  the 
Foundation,  has  been  investigating  clay  and  shale  deposits,,  heating  them  until 
they  expand  and  form  materials  suitable  for  mixing  with  cement.   These  ccm- 
ponents,  which  form  80  per  cent  or  more  of  the  volume  of  finished  concrete, 
are  called  "light-weight  aggregates." 

"In  concrete,  the  aggregate  is  just  as  important  as  the  cement  which 
is  the  binding  material,"  Miller  asserted.,  "The  lighter  and  stronger  the 
aggregate,  the  better  the  concrete  construction, " 

Using  clay  which  has  been  expanded— or  popped  up—into  oells  full  of 
air  by  heat  enables  builders  to  use  a  light,  tailor-made  aggregate  in  con- 
crete, Miller  pointed  out.   The  new  material,  which  is  light  enough  to  float 
in  water,  has  several  points  in  its  favor,  he  said: 

— flexibility  in  construction  because  structural  members  need  not 
support  so  much  weight.   Lighter  beams  can  mean  less  building  cost,  .

— the  large  amount  of  air  in  the  expanded  aggregate  will  aid  insulation 
and  improve  acoustical  properties. 

— the  aggregate  is  not  expensive,  being  manufactured  from  naturally  oo- 
curring  clay  and  related  materials  located  near  the  producing  plants. 

"Transportation  costs  tend  to  decentralize  this  industry,"  Miller  claimed. 
He  contended  that  much  of  the  price  of  some  aggregates  such  as  pumice,  vermi- 
culite,  or  perlite,  is  represented  by  freight  charges  and  that  using  materials 
close  at  hand  could  reduce  construction  costs* 

Miller  predicted  that  a  plant  set  up  in  the  Chicago  area  to  manufacture 
light-v/eight  aggregate  would  have  a  ready  market,  since  concrete  construction 
in  and  near  the  city  requires  500,000  yards  of  aggregate  annually.   Good  aggre- 
gate at  an  attractive  price  should  stimulate  concrete  construction,  he  said. 

During  the  past  year  the  Foundation  has  investigated  more  than  60  samples 
of  clay,  shale,  slate,  and  loess  in  developing  improved  methods  for  making 
light-weight  aggregate*   Samples  have  come  from  Illinois  and  from  such  widely 
separated  places  as  New  Hampshire  and  Iowa. 

The  research  men  have  used  laboratory  pilot  plants  in  the  form  of  a  rotar 
kiln  and  three  types  of  sintering  machines..   The  kiln  is  a  furnace  which  revolve, 
while  heating  the  material  inside,  and  sintering  machines  form  large  clinkers 
which  are  crushed  later  to  form  the  aggregate.   Both  processes  expand  the  raw 
material  by  heat. 

Pilot  plant  studies  also  aim  at  reducing  the  cost  of  full-size  plant  in- 
stallations. Miller  has  designed  an  efficient,  proposed  plant  suitable  for 
strategic  locations, 

"The  better  the  aggregate  the  greater  the  percentage  of  it  we  can  use  in 
concrete, "  Miller  pointed  out*   "This  cuts  the  amount  of  more  expensive  cement 
required.   Low-cost,  concrete  block  homes,  using  light-weight  aggregate,  offer 
a  wide  potential  market. "

CHICAGO  -  Clifford  A*  Hampel  has  been  named  supervisor  of  extraction 
metallurgy  at  Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 
Hampel  formerly  headed  the  inorganic  technology  program  of  the  ceramics  and 
minerals  department* 

Hampelj  a  chemical  engineer,  will  supervise  the  Foundation's  extensive 
research  program  on  the  recovery  of  metals  from  their  ores, 

Hampel  joined  the  Foundation  staff  in  1946  as  a  chemical  engineer*

Hampel  received  his  B. ChE.  degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota

He  holds  12  patents  in  the  field  of  chemistry  and  has  applied  for  20 
more.   His  patents  and  patent  applications  relate  largely  to  the  production  and 
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use  of  chlorine  and  chlorine  compounds,  to  fissionable  uranium  compounds,  and 
in  the  field  of  extraction  metallergy. 

Hampel  is  -well  known  for  his  studies,  both  experimental  and  economic, 
on  the  production  and  use  of  heavy  chemicals.   He  discovered  a  process,  now  in 
operation  in  many  cities,  for  using  chlorine  dioxide  to  remove  taste  and  odor 
from  municipal  water  supplies. 

His  work  on  sea  water  evaporation  has  resulted  in  an  improved  process 
for  changing  sea  water  into  fresh  water,  #iich  is  expected  to  supplant  present 
equipment  used  on  ships  and  boats. 

Hampel  is  the  author  of  numerous  papers  and  books.   He  is  co-author 
of  the  chapter  on  chlorine  products  in  "Rogers  Manual  of  Industrial  Chemistry,' 
and  was  associate  editor  of  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Chemical  Reactions." 

Hampel  was  general  chairman  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Electro- 
chemical Society  held  October  12-15  in  Chicago.   He  is  an  officer  and  member 
of  numerous  other  technical  societies  and  fraternities,

CHICAGO — The  fever  for  industrialization  evident  in  Latin  American 
countries  a  few  years  ago  is  now  tempered  with  a  more  realistic  need  for  a 
balance  between  industry  and  agriculture  and  for  improved  natural  resources. 

This  is  the  conclusion  reached  by  Dr.  Haldon  A.  Leedy,  director  of 
Armour  Research  Foundation  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  and  Dr. 
Francis  W.  Godwin,  director  of  the  Foundation's  International  Division,  at 
the  end  of  a  month  long  tour  of  nine  Latin  American  countries. 

Dr.  Leedy  and  Dr.  Godwin  detailed  the  conclusions  of  their  trip  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Foundation' s  executive  committee  today  at  a  noon  meeting 
in  the  Chicago  Club. 

"There  is  less  talk  of  economic  'self-sufficiency'  and  more  thought 
of  producing  the  most  logical  products  in  each  area  in  accordance  with  avail- 
able materials,  labor  supply,  and  domestic  or  world  markets,"  Dr.  Leedy  reporte 

He  expressed  the  belief  that  Latin  American  thinking  about  economic  de- 
velopment appears  to  be  on  firmer  basis  than  ever  before.   The  two  research 
men  discussed  technological  research 'with  financial,  industrial,  and  govern- 
mental leaders  in  each  of  the  countries  they  visited. 

"Naturally,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  talk  about  President  Truman1 s 
'Point  Four'  in  all  of  the  countries,  but  relatively  few  are  looking  for  some- 

-  more  -■ 
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thing  for  nothing, "  he  said. 

Authorities  of  several  countries  are  weary  of  the  parade  of  "missions" 
and  scornfully  exhibit  stacks  of  reports  and  surveys  which,  they  say,  contain 
only  broad  generalities  and  nothing  specific,  Dr.  Leedy  reported. 

They  ask  instead  for  more  practical  and  concrete  technical  help  to  de- 
velop specific  natural  resources  into  marketable  products. 

"Increase  in  dollar  exchange  through  export  is  a  prime  objective  of  most 
of  the  countries.   (Exceptions  are  Venezuela  and  the  Dominican  Republic.) 

"Of  equal  weight  is  the  goal  of  each  country  at  least  to  feed  its  own 
people  by  domestic  agricultural  production. 

"Most  important  of  all  is  the  question  of  training  domestic  technical 
personnel  in  much-needed  practical  specialties." 

Dr.  Leedy  noted  that  the  Armour  Plan  for  International  Technical  Assist- 
ance has  attracted  a  great  deal  of  attention  in  Latin  America  because  of  its 
success  over  a  five-year  period  in  Mexico. 

Several  countries  have  requested  similar  programs,  and  each  is  being 

carefully  considered.   Under  the  Armour  plan,  the  costs  of  technological  de- 
velopment are  met  by  the  countries  receiving  the  benefits. 

"Some  of  the  Latin  American  countries  visited  have  started  to  develop 
their  natural  resources,  but  the  emphasis  has  been  on  buildings  and  equipment 
rather  than  the  scientific  staff  necessary  to  perform  the  research,"  Dr.  Leedy 
said. 

"Salaries  are  low  and  good  scientists  and  engineers  are  not  attracted 
to  these  jobs.   The  Latin  American  countries  must  learn  that  buildings  and 
equipment  are  not  enough,  that  it  is  a  good  technical  staff  that  produces 
research  results, "  he  said. 

During  their  tour  just  ended,  Dr.  Leedy  and  Dr.  Godwin  toured  Puerto 
Rico,  Brazil,  Uruguay,  Chile,  Peru,  Columbia,  Venezuela,  Argentina,  and  the 
Dominican  Republic.
